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LEPORT OF THR SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 





To THE CrrizeNs or PEMBROKE : — Agreeably to the pro- 
visions of law your committee submit the following report of 
the conditions of your schools during the past year : 


DISTRICT NVER ISR 


Prudential Committee, Lucius Bit eeneal -acher, summer and 
fall, Anna B. Towle. Miss Towle, with excellent lite ary qua!- 
ifications and considerable previous experience, commenced the 
school under favorable circumstances. The examination at the 
close indicated a fair amount of progress. We thonght when 
visiting the school that had the teacher displayed a little more 
energy, both in government and instruction, she might have 
shown still more favorable results. 

Teacher winter term, Clara J. Garland. Miss Garland, with 
no previous experience as a teacher, shew a capacity to teach 
and govern that cannot fail to make her a popular and useful 
teacher, if she perseveres. At the close the school appeare d 
well, showing good improvement. Good order prevailed during 
our several visits. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 2. 


Prudential Comunittee, George Simpson. Teacher summer 
term Georgietta B. Harvey. Miss Harvey had taught two 
terms in this district previously. She sustained hey former 
good reputation as a teacher, satisfying both the committee and 
the district. Examination good, showing marked progress and 
faithful teaching.

Teacher winter term, Anna O. Drake. Miss Drake is one of 
ow oldest and most experienced teachers, having taught ina 
majority of the districts in town,—in one, fifteen terms in suc- 
cession,—and if we judge from her general reputation, er from 
reports of superintending school committees, with more than 
average success. If she failed to secure that order and disci- 
pline necessary for the true interests of the school, we feel that 
not all the fault should rest on her. We only blame her for not 
reporting to the committee such scholars as failed to conduct 
themselves properly. We are of opinien that not only scholars, 
but parents, should share the blame. When we visited the 
school it appeared well and good order prevailed. The closing 
examination was satisfactory, showing faithful instruction. 


DISTRICT NUMBER. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Retyer M. Davis. ‘Teacher summer 
term. Sara S. Kenison. This was Miss Kenison’s first attempt 
at teaching in this town. The school was quite small, perhaps 
not large enough to awaken the interest of the teacher. It 
appeared quiet and orderly during our several visits, but there 
appeared to be something lacking, and that something, it 
appeared to us, was vim and energy. The teacher in her 
remarks well says: “There might have been more improvement 
noticed had the scholars been more prompt in their attendance.” 

Teacher winter term, ‘Eva. J. French. This was Miss 
French’s second term in this district and was successful. She, 
however, failed to awaken a lively interest among the older 
scholars. Probably it was not her fault. Several little ens 
shew marked improvement and faithful labor in teaching. 


Mis Rica od alow bee 
Prudential Committee, David D. Richardson. Teacher sum- 


mer term, Lizzie A. Dearborn. This was Miss Dearborn’s 
second term in this district. By her kindness she seeured the 
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love of her scholars and the confidence of the parents, giving’ 
so far as we could learn, entire satisfaction; the closing exam- 
ination was quite satisfactory. 

Teacher winter term, Alice C. Ladd. Miss Ladd came well 
qualified as a scholar, with but little experience as a teacher. 
During our first visit the school did not appear as orderly as 
desirable, and but little study. At subsequent visits we noticed 
a marked improvement. The closing examination was fair, and 
we have no doubt but Miss Ladd, with incaease of years and 
experience, will acquire a reputation as a teacher, 


DISTRICT NUMBER 5. 


Prudential Committee, James A. Kimball. ‘Teacher both 
terms, Evelyn D. Holt. Miss Holt has been in this school two 
terms before the present year. This school is so small that it 
is difficult for teacher or scholars to keep up an interest; yet 
Miss Holt did sueceed in doing so to the end, showing at the 
vlosing examination quite interesting exercises and marked 
improvement 


DISTRICT NUMBER 4. 


Prudential Committee, Timothy Drew. ‘Teacher summer 
term, Linda J. Dow. This school is the largest in town, except 
in district No. 8 and perhaps requiring more labor from 
teachers than any other. This was Miss Dow’s third term in 
this school, which, when visited at the commencement, gave 
promise of a profitable term. By reason of the sickness of 
the teacher the term was somewhat broken and closed suddenly 
without notice or an examination, consequently we are not able 
to report the improvement made. 

Teacher winter term, Addie Lake. Miss Lake is an expe- 
rienced teacher, and with her energy and tact succeeded in 
governing and teaching with good results. ‘The school, when 
visited, appeared orderly and quiet, and at the close the scholars 
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appeared to understand what they had been over. Miss Lake 
had taken up and taught—first principles and little things, too 
often entirely neglected in the district school. This district 
have, during the year, repaired and improved their school house, 


DISTRICT NUMBER. 7. 


Prudential Committee, William L. Robinson. Teacher sum- 
mer term, Lilla B. Towle. This was Miss ‘Towle’s first 
experience as teacher, and she has reason to congratulate her- 
self on her success, having gained the love of her scholars, and 
so far as we can learn the approbation of the parents. Thor- 
oughness and good order were marked features during the term, 
Closing examination good. A class, aged respectively 5, 6, 7 
and 8 years, were able te name all the States and Territories in 
the Union, with the Capitals of each, and upon what rivers they 
were situated. 

Teacher winter term, Lizzie A. Dearborn. Miss Dearborn, 
heing a resident of this district, was very successful in the 
school as heretofore. The school appeared well when visited, 
and the examination was satisfactory. 


DISRRICT NUMBER 8. 
Prudential Committee, Albert H. Yeaton. 
FIRST PRIMARY. 


Teacher through the year, Josie S. Locke. This being Miss 
Locke’s third vear in this school we do not wish to detract any- 
thing from her former good name, and would only say that we 
think she improves with age, and especially during the last 
term. This school may not inaptly be termed the training 
school. Here children learn to take the first steps toward 
acquiring an education. It is important that they commence 
right, learn to be quiet, obedient and studious. We have never 
seen this school appear so well as at the close of the last term,

SECOND PRIMARY. 
Teacher through the year, Annie B. Gage. This is Miss 
Gage’s first year in this department, though she had formerly 
taught in the First Primary. Miss Gage labored hard and with 
good results. During the examination searcely a question was 
answered incorrectly. Thoroughness and attention to the 
rudiments appear to have been her motto. : 


INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT, 


Teacher through the year Emma D. Putnam. This 18 Miss 
Pan) “ 9 
Putnam’s second year in this school and we believe she has 
fully sustained her good reputation gained last year. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 

Teacher through the year, Mettie G. Davis. This was Miss 
Davis’ first year in. this school. She came an experienced 
teacher, with an established reputation, and fully answered our 
expectations. Her government was mild, yet firm and decided. 
When we visited the school, order prevailed, and the closing 
examination, we think, was an honor to the teacher, the scholars 
and the district. 

Before closing the report of the schools in this district we 
wish to call the attention of the town, without comment, to the 
fact that estimating from the number of childven reported by 
the Selectmen in April last, and the number reported as attend- 
ing school during the year, we have no doubt but there are 
within the limits of this district, at least two hundred children 
between the ages of five and fifteen years that have not attend- 
ed school anywhere during the year. We think the philanthro- 
pist may here find ample room for labor without much travel. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 9. 
Prudential Committee, George W. Nixon.” Teacher summcr 


term, Ella M. Farrington. This was Miss Farrington’s first 
attempt at teaching in this town, She commenced this school 


under unfavorable circumstances, but she showed herself com- 
petent to the the task. The school appeared well at its close 
considering its length, the teacher being obliged to leave before 
the end of the term, having kept only seven weeks. 

Teacher winter term, Annie B. Whittemore. Miss Whitte- 
more is one of our “native” teachers. Having taught but four 
months before this school, and taking the school where Miss 
Farrington left it, she showed herself to be an expert in teach- 
ing. Order good, and the closing exercises indicated that she 
had labored hard for the good of the school and that her labors 
had not been in vain. The district were fortunate in securing 
the services of so good a teacher. 

No report from Union district. 

For other particulars in relation to our schools you are refer- 
red to the statistical table attached. : 


PEMBROKE ACADEMY. 


This institution still remains under the care of Prot. Isaac 
Walker. The school has enjoyed an increase of patronage 
during the past year. We earnestly hope that its popularity 
and usefulness may increase with its years. 


We think our schools, with a few exceptions, during the past 
year have been quite. satisfactory in their government, and the 
improvement made by the scholars attending them. We have 
had no formal complaints made by teachers of their scholars, or 
by citizens of any district of teachers, though we think in some 
instances it would have been better for all concerned had such 
complaints been made, and the evils complained of investigated. 
We think that schools where the bad manners learned, and 
the bad habits formed by the scholars more than counterbalance 
all the good they get, had better be stopped at once. If teach- 
ers have scholars in school who refuse to obey the necessary 


SIG.: dt 
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rules, who are impudent and insulting, using language to their 
teacher or before their fellow-scholars unfit to be reported, and 
they are unable to govern them, we think it their duty to report 
them to the committee. It is far better, even for such scholars 
and for all others concerned, to have their conduct investigated at 
the commencement, and they be delt with as their conduct 
deserves, than that they continue in school, hurting themselves 


and destroying the usefulness of she school. The matter of 


discipline is of vital importance in a school. If there is any 
place on earth where good order should prevail it is in the 
school room. An army without discipline is of no account ; so 
in a school without order little real progress will be made. 


The question arises, how can we improve our schools? This 
question has been so often and ably discussed by your commit- 
tees in their annual reports that we hesitate to speak, vet we 
venture a few suggestions, 


Lo parents we say : Practically interest yourselves in school 
matters. See that your children attend school regularly and are 
not tardy. It is a great injury, not only to your own children. 
but to the teacher and the whole school, when you allow your 
children to be irregular in their attendance at school, or frequent- 
ly tardy. If your children complain of the teacher or of other 
scholars, investigate before you decide. Do not base your 
opinion of school on rumor or on reports brought by the 
children. The scholar whose misconduct has made him the 
subject of correction by his teacher seldom has a good word 
for the teacher. ~ They generally justify their own acts and con- 
demn the teacher. Do not think more of your children’s having 
their own way, and being satisfied with the school, than you do 
of their real interests and advancement. See that your children 
obey the rules of school ; it is far better that they should obey 
useless rules than that they should learn to disobey. Visit the 
school often and confer with your teacher; it is your right and 
your duty. Do not allow your children to leave school a few 
days before the close of the term, for some fancied injury or 





from a dislike to be present at the examination;, by so doing 
you injure your child. 

To Prudential Committees, we say: Employ teachers who can 
eovern as well as teach in school, Do not employ, and send for 
examination, persons not only ignorant in books but also in a 
knowledge of human nature. Some teachers, with good hterary 
qualifications, fail to make their schools profitable, because they 
fail to govern well. Having employed teachers and put them 
‘1 the school room do not stop here. Visit the school, advise 
with and interest yourself for the teacher. It is a part of your 
duty; a little advice or assistance rendered the teacher will 
often do a great deal of good. 

To all, we say: Interest yourselves for the common schools. 
Here a large portion of our people ac quire their education. 
Upon the young are placed all our hopes for the future advance- 
ment of our country. Soon the responsibility of sustaining the 
varied interests of community will rest upon them. They are 
now in process of training for their work. Their natures crave 
recognition and sympathy. Neglect or indifference will have a 
blighting effect, while a kind regard for their welfare and an 
appreciation of their efforts for improvement will do much to 
encourage them.

The undersigned, to whom was referred the matter of re-districting 
the town inte school districts, submit the following report: That the | 
territory of the town of Pembroke, exclusive of so much of the 
same, as is comprised within the ltmits of Union District, as consti- 
tuted by the selectmen of Concord and Pembroke, be divided into 
nine school districts, to be numbered and bounded as follows? 


SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1 


is bounded thus: Beginning at the northeasterly corner of land of 
Aaron Whittemore, on the westerly side of Main street; thence 
westerly by the northerly line ef said Whittemore’s land to Merri 
mack rivers thence southerly by said river to the northwest corner of 
land of Solomon Whitehouse; thence easterly by the northerly line 
of said Whitehouse’s land to Main street; thence across said street 
to the northwest corner of land of Esther Gilbert; thence easterly 
by the northerly lines of said Gilbert’s land, land of Betsey White- 
house and land of John B. Paine to the second range roads thence 
across Said read to the southwest corner of land of George P. Littles 
thence easterly by the southerly line of said Little’s land to the cor-
